Italian Set Pays Honor To 
Internationally Famous 
Composer Giuseppe Verdi

CHAPTER Xx 


Verdi was born at Le Roncole, October 10, 1813, of humble origin. 
He was instructed in music by the village organist whom he succeeded 
at the age of ten. Later he was taught by Provesi, organist at Busseto. 
As a protege of Barezzi and other friends at Busseto, he went to Milan 
and though not accepted as a student at the Conservatory, he studied 
under Lavigna, cembalist at La Scala. Having studied composition 
since 1826 he now undertook orchestral writing on a large scale. 
Provesi died in 1833 and Verdi returned to Busseto as organist and 
choirmaster, marrying the daughter of Barezzi in 1836.

quality: Aida, Falstaff, Otello and 
the Manzoni Requiem. Otello and 
Falstaff rest on texts by Boito 
and are much superior to most lib- 
rettos, but the entire musical score 
was Verdi's. 

He was independent, modest and 
wholesome, hating artificiality and 
hypocracy. His abundant flow of 
melody was vivified by a steadily 
growing command of counterpoint 
and instrumentation. Both as a man 
and an artist he was idolized in 
Italy and his fame became world 
wide. He died January 27, 1901.

But let’s check our histories for 
a minute. California was original- 
ly a part of old Mexico, and long 
before war broke out between that 
country and the United States in 
1846, a migration of Americans to 
California had started. Also, for 
many years shipmasters and mer- 
chants from the Atlantic sea- 
board had been sailing around 
Cape Horn, visiting California and 
trading with the Spanish owners 
of great estates. News of the mild 
climate, the fertile soil, and the 
huge resources of the region at- 
tracted other fortune-hunters. 





By 1830 a trail was opened to 
Los Angeles from Independence, 
Kansas, by way of Santa Fe. In 
1844 John C. Fremont, intrepid 
western explorer, went over the 
mountains into Sacramento Valley. 
By 1844 at least one-fifth of the 
people in the little town of San 
Francisco were citizens of the U. 
S.—and were taking part in the 
quarrels between the Mexican 
governor in residence there and 
his big bosses down in Mexico 
City. 

Trouble was brewing every- 
where, and had there been no war 
with our Southern neighbors, the 
American colonization of California 
in many places would have be- 
come very ominous to the landed 
Mexican owners. So war did come, 
and after a brief struggle, we were 
the —— and to us belonged the 


spoils. 

And what spoils! Just after the 
war ended, gold was discovered at 
Sutter’s mill in the Sacramento 
Valley in 1848—and the gold rush to 
California began. In the following 
year, the immigration of the ‘‘For- 
ty-Niners”’ into California became 
a Saga of the West, to be repeated 
and reported to ones children, 
even unto this day. They came 
from the U. S., Central and South 
America and other parts of the 
wide world. Some 30,000 came by. 
sea and over 40,000 came by land. 
Some of these ‘‘Argonauts”’ 
sailed clear around Cape Horn; 
others sailed to Central America, 
crossed at Chagres to Panama, or 
through Nicaragua, reshipped an° 
sailed up the Pacific coast. But 
the majority struggled across the 
plains, the Great American desert,

It Gave A Non-Mountainous 
California Route; Settled 


Mexican Boundary Matters 


H. M. BREHM 


As an immediate and quick reply to the question, ‘‘Why did we Buy 
that Tremendous Strip of Sand and Wasteland Containing Mostly Rep- 
tiles, Bramblebush and Cactus ”’, the overall answer would seem to 
be ‘‘our migratory pressure to the West’’—and a more specific answer 
again would seem to be ‘“‘to obtain a less dangerous and hazardous 
overland contact with California and the Pacific west coast.” 

Those Rocky mountains of ours, with their average mean elevation 
of 13,000 feet above sea level, posed a formidable barrier to land travel 
—not only to instituted expeditions like that of Lewis and Clark, which 
traveled with an‘unlimited letter of credit from the U. S. Congress— 
but also to the occasional super-hardy wagon trainers, to whom the at- 
tempt was almost tantamount to certain death and destruction. 





and the Rocky mountains in wag- 
on trains and prairie schooners. 
Thousands died on the way; ev- 
ery route was full of danger, dis- 
ease, and hostile Indians. 

In the next two years, an esti- 
mated 100,000 immigrants crowded 
into the gold regions and neigh- 
boring towns, With the miners 
came merchants, doctors, farm- 
ers, teachers, lawyers and labor- 
ers—also some men of God (and 
probably a few bartenders—what 
did they drink out there in those 
days?). 

Looking to the future of Califor- 
nia, the citizens decided that no 
planters with droves of slaves be 
allowed entry into-the territory, 
thereby fostering another slave- 
state to the Union. Without wait- 
ing for action of Congress, Califor- 
nians held a convention in 1849, 
drafted a constitution, including 
the prohibition of slavery — and 
demanded statehood. That was a 
shock to the pro-slavery politicians 
of the South and the East, but as 
part of a compromise reached by 
Congress in 1850, California was 
admitted to the Union as a ‘‘free 
state.” 

The territorial settlement at the 
close of the Mexican war, plus 
the rapid progress of California in 
population affected considerably 
the quiet pursuit and career of the 
strangest community in the whole 
story of American pioneering. It 
was the Mormon colony in Utah. 

The Mcrmons, a religious sect 
of the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-Day Saints faith, who sanc- 
tioned and practiced polygamy in 
marriage, were first organized by 
Joseph Smith of New York in 1830 
and had been pushed from place 
to place, ever westward, by hostile 
neighbors until its leader was as- 
sassinated on the banks of jhe 
Mississippi in Carthage, Illinois. 

A new and energetic leader, one 
Brigham Young, then gathered the 
faithful for a much longer trek, 
again westward, across the Mis- 
sissippi and farther and farther, 
until after many weary months he 
came to a headland overlooking 
the Great Salt Lake and an- 
nounced “This is the Place.” 
«By hard labor and efficient man- 
agement, the Mormons had mad2 
that desert land in the Salt Lake 
valley blossom like a rose, as 


Brigham Young had predicted 
they would— with a freedom to 
practice their religion and mar- 
riages as they desired, without con- 
stant criticism from outsiders. But 
soon their freedom in the wilds

I am thinking of that big issue of November 9. In my editorial in 
that issue I frankly stated before the paper was even printed that it 
was one of our finest issues, but I never did believe it would turn out 


as big as it is. 

Before you discard that number, look 
through it carefully. No matter in what 
you are interested you should be able to 
find it offered there. This big 24 page num- 
ber meant a tremendous amount of work. 

We feel very proud of this number and it 
shows what can be done in the stamp world. 
Of course it is due largely to the fact that 
Linn’s Weekly is the leading stamp news- 
paper of the world, having a circulation far 
beyont! what any other publisher ever 
dreamed of. Each week for the past year 
it has been getting bigger and bigger until 
now we are close on 
week, \ 

Seeing the two solid pages of classified 
advertising reminds me also that the month 
of October was the largest we ever had in 
classified advertisements. Classified adver- 
tising is the best and most economical for 
the small dealer and is highly desirable 
even for the bigger dealer for classified is 
more thoroughly read than any other type 
of advertising. 

This big number carried between 1200 and 1300 inches of paid ad- 
vertising. The whole 24 page paper had 1920 column inches of reading 
and advertising. It would require a 64 page paper of the size of Stamps 
or Gossip to carry the same number of column inches. This com- 
parison is made to help you realize what a big issue this annual ASDA 
number has been. Incidentally it is the last issue that comes from 
Sidney, that I have been personally responsible for. From here on the 
whole responsibility will rest on the shoulders of Mr. Rueth and Mr. 
Turley, Mrs. Linn and I were at our new home in Howey-in-the- 2, 
Florida by the time this November 9 issue reached most of our readers. 
I am proud of this big number and want to thank every stamp dealer 
who has helped make it possible. 

This is my last editorial from Sidney. My next will be written 
from Howey-in-the-Hills, Florida. I expect it will take me at least a 
month to get my stamps and similar effects unpacked and arranged in 
my new stamp room. Did you ever have to move your stamp accumu- 
lations? It is an awful job. I have been packing things for the past 
two months. I wound up with about 25 cartons, each about two cubic 
feet in size. I hope I do not have to do it again. 


Here's To The Ladies 


We want to commend Mr. Bernard Davis for the happy thought he 
had for giving over his Museum space for a month to the ladies who 
are interested in stamps and stamp collecting. This is a splendid 
thing for him to do and should create a number of new collectors 
among the fair sex. This show will be held in the National Philatelic 
Museum in Philadelphia, from December 11 to January 9. 

It will be most interesting to see how it turns out, but we predict 
a huge success for the affair for we are well aware that there are a 
very large number of women collectors and those who are close 
enough to Philadelphia to attend are going to be surprised. Our sub- 
scription list has several thousand names of ladies from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific coast. 

The remarkable growth of interest among the women has not sur- 
prised us too much. We have always believed that stamp collecting 
should have a very great attraction for women, perhaps it is the 
modern trend in stamp designing that has helped attract so many, for 
modern stamps are beautiful little miniature art subjects, their colors 
are fascinating and their designs intriguing. There is so much in his- 
tory, geography and world wide interest in them, they can make a 
wonderful subject for a program at any womens club. Chicago, New 
York, Philadelphia and many other cities boast a womens stamp club 
and there should be more of them. Time was when the average stamp 
club would not permit a woman to become a member, but in the most 
progressive clubs of today this rule is out and at any big annual meet 
of the modern stamp club there are always many women present and 
scanning the stamps on display. 

Compare this with the situation of 530 years ago. Back in those 
days a female stamp collector was almost as scarce as the proverbial 
hens’ teeth. Looking back to those years, there was however just one 
single name of a woman interested in stamps, that we can think of. 
This was Amy L. Swift. She was a stamp dealer or trader some- 
where in the New England states, I just do not recollect the town 
but believe that she is still alive and enjoying good health. I may be 
mistaken in this, but do believe that within the last year this fact had 
come to my attention. 

Other than Amy I can not think of another at this time. Today I 
know there are thousands of them. Next month at the Museum will 
tell us just what sort of collectors they have become, it is a fine experi- 
ment for Mr. Davis to make and we hope it turns out so well that he 
will make it an annual affair. 

Perhaps too Bernard might find the very one that he has been 
looking for in the past years. 

In connection with the showing at the Museum there are to be 
special activities on December 11 and 12, a reception on Friday night 
and a Banquet on Saturday night. The men are all invited but all 
they can display will be their wives as the entire stamp exhibit is 
from stamp collections of the ladies.

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Duck Stamp Sales 
Reach New High 


More Federal ‘‘duck stamps’’ 
were sold during the fiscal -year 
ended June 30, 1953, than in any 
previous year since the first issue 
in the series went on sale in 1934, 
according to an announcement 
made by Secretary of the Interior 
Douglas McKay. 

A total of 2,296,628 stamps of 
the 1952-53 issue was sold to hunt- 
ers of migratory waterfowl, conser- 
vationists, and: philatelists, accord- 
ing to the final, figures recently 
supplied to the Fish and Wildlife 
Service by the Post Office Depart- 
ment, the agency responsible for 
distributing and selling the stamps. 

This total represents an increase 
of 128,861 over the 1951-52 figure of 
2,167,767 the previous high record. 

For the fifth straight year, Cali- 
fornia headed the list, with a sale 
of 214,456 stamps, an increase of 
41,320 over the previous year. 

Other high-ranking States in 
which more than 100,000 stamps 
were sold included: Minnesota, 163,- 
109; Texas, 151,120; Michigan, 136 
306; Wisconsin, 134,351; and IIli- 
nois 119,873. 

Many stamps are also purchased 
annually by stamp collectors. The 
Post Office Departrment’s Philatel- 
ic Agency in Washington, D. C., 
alone reported sales of 12,987 


stamps during fiscal year 1953 of. 


that year’s issue. In 1951-52, Phila- 
telic Agency sales totalled 5,907. 
Sold for $2 at post offices, the 
proceeds. from duck stamp sales 
help finance the Federal Govern- 
ment’s waterfowl refuge and law 
enforcement programs. Every in 
dividual ever 16 years of age who 
hunts migratory waterfowl is re 
quired to have on his person a 
stamp of current issue with his 
signature written across the face.

UNITED STATES CAPITOL 


If you are not already acquainted 
with the exterior view of your Cap- 
itol in Washington, look at it on 
the stamp above. Its overall di- 
mensions are 350 x 750 feet, and 
it is almost 300 feet high. Then 
let’s snoop around inside. 

After climbing all those outside 
stairs, you first enter the Great 
Rotunda, the beauty of which is 
overpowering. Along the sidewalls 
are beautiful historical paintings 
and statues. Looking far upward, 
you see the inside of the great 
dome, decorated with the Apotheo- 
sis. 

In this Rotunda, Lafayette was 
officially received — the body of 
Lincoln lay in state — some crack- 
pot tried to assassinate President 
“Old Hickory”? Jackson. During the 
Civil War, the Capitol was barricad- 
ed with barrels of cement and sand- 
bags, while tired and wounded sol- 
diers ate and slept in the rotunda 
— a portion of the ground floor un- 
derneath was used as a military 
bakery. 

The President’s Room is small, 
but beautiful — all done in gold, 
with fine wall paintings by famous 
artists. I believe it contains just 
a massive iable and a number of 
chairs — and I remember the thrill 
of sitting in Woodrow Wilson’s 
chair for just a second or two, 
back in 1917. And that recalls an- 
other President’s ‘‘room’ which 
was never occupied — down in the 
sub-basement, they prepared a 
crypt for the tomb of George Wash- 
ington—but he decided otherwise 
in his last year, prefering his own 
Mt. Vernon, But the crypt is still 
there and waiting. Any takers? 

In the National Statuary Hall, 
where I believe each State is al- 
located room for two of its Favorite 
Sons; I stood on a certain spot 
and whispered to a ‘“‘bust’’ 65 feet 
away, and darned if my echo didn’t 
come back to me...
